Sec. 33.5. Prescriptions issued for the treatment of

attention deficit disorder or attention deficit hyperactivity

disorder. Any person licensed under this Act who issues a

prescription for a drug or medicine intended for the treatment

of attention deficit disorder or attention deficit

hyperactivity disorder may deem the prescription refillable on

the prescription form or in any manner set forth by the

Department.
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
